THE SUGAR CANE. 


We Have Borrowed It From India, 


ItN Nati-ve Horn*. 


The sugar cano and its uses have 


been known in Indin, its native home, 
from time immemorial. It Is perhapa 
the earliest source from which suffiU" 
was produced, and all other modes of 
manufacture have been borrowed from 
or based on it. 
Tbe early classical 


wrlteis knew sujjar vaguely ns "honey 
of canes." To the Greco-Roman \rorld 
the sugar c:ine was tlie reed which the 
swarthy Indians delighted to chow and 
from which they extracted a mysteri- 
ous sweetmeat. 


It wus tlie Arabs—those great car- 


riers between the east and west—who 
introduced tbe cane in the ipiddle ages 
Into Egypt, Sicily and the south of 
Spain, where It flourished abundantly 
until West Indian slavery drove It out 
of the field for a time and sent tlie 
trade iu sugar to Jamaica and Cuba. 


Early In the sixteenth century the 


cane was taken from Sicily to Madeira 
and the Canaries. Tlieuce It found its 
way to Brazil and Mexico, to Jamaica 
and Haiti. Cane sugar was 
well 


known In Italy about the second cen- 
tury and bas been common in England 
since the Tudor period. The streuuou** 
days of great Elizabeth had sugar for 
tbeir sack, and ginger was hot I' the 
month, too, as we all well remember.— 
Cornhill Magazine.
